IDillRFJAS, the most desirable and expedient; method of assuring 

the successful achievement of such o bjectives is to establish a 

revolving fund from SWllS appropri ated for the operation of the Depa1·t-

ment of Education;

NOW, THE!lEFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in me by 

Section 6(b) of the Organic Act of Guam, Section 6112, Government Code 

of Guam, and Section 5(a), Public Law 2, Second Guam Legislature, First 

Special Session, it is hereby ordered and directed as follows: 

1. A revolving fund to be known as the Territorial College 

Extension Course Revolving Fund, hereinafter referred to as the "Fund," 

is hereby established in the Department of Education. 

2. There is hereby transferred to the Fund from operation 

appropriations for the Department of Educe.tion for the fiscal year 

ending June 30, 195'/, the sum of �?2,000, which shall constitute the 

ini·t;ial capital of the Fun:l. 



3.. . The F'und shall be n. sop:J.ra to accoun-tinr; unit of tho 

Ilopf\rtmant of Eduot\tlon for tb.o conduct of spod.o.l off'.-oampus 

courses at t:'lo collop:o lov·ol for peJ•smmol of ontside ar;onoios looo.tod 

:tn Guo.111, including a.gonciGs of tho Unii:t0d Stn.tess. at fo.o:i.li ties 

pro-vided and tr.ainta i.nod by such v.gencies o 

4. All courses shall ]Jo conducted pursuant to agreement 

wi. th the outside ar;ency concerned end not with individual ntudents. 

The outside agency shall in every case bea r the cost of the course . 

5. The Fund shall be adJninistered by the Director of 

Educa·l;ion, vrho is authorized to ner;oti.ate ar;reemsnts with outside 

agencies for the condL>.Ct oJ: courses, includinp.; th3 fees to be 

che.rged, a'ld to determine the compensation of' instructors, subj oct 

to approval of the Board of Education. Requisitions for courses 

by agencie s of t..'le 1Jnited S·tates, me.de on stande.rd requisih on 

forms, may be accep·t;ed v�tthout fur·t;her approval. 1\ny other 

agreement for courses shall havo the approval of tho Govet·nor. 

6. All monies be lon ging to the Fund, including monies 

received in the operation of F'Lu1d activities, shall be deposited 

in a separate Fund e.ccount in ·t;he Treasury and shall he disbursed 

upon voucher-s pre sented ·l;o the Director of J!'inance by the Director

of Education, or his authorized rsprosontative, for: 

(a) CompensD.tion to instructors for instructional 

services rende red , end for reimbursement for 

use of private voh5.c1 es computed in conformity 

with the travel and transportation allowance 

policy us sot forth in the Government of Guam 

Manual. 
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(b) Supplj "'" and ''quipnwn-l; necessary for tho propor 

presonta"l;ion of cou.rsoso 

7. 'Where students of the Territorial College attend a coux·ge 

conducted pursuant hereto who e.re not personnel of the outsidG agency. 

suoh students shall pay regular college fees which shall not belong to 

the Fund but shall be deposited in the General Fund. 

B. The governing policy with respeci; to the manageme nt of 

the Fund is that the authorized operations shall be so conducte d  tho.·t 

no operating deficit will o ccur and the solvency of the Fu."l.d at all 

times maintained.. 

9. The Dire ctor of' Finance shall prescribe the records 

and ac.cotmts to be maintained with respect to the Fund. and shall 

d.esign.ate which re cords e.nd accounts shall be maintained by the 

Director of Education and which by the Director of Finance. The 

Director of Education shall render a monthly statement to the Governor, 

with copies to the Director of Finance and the Director of Budget a.nd 

W�nagement, reflecting the financial condition of the Fw1d. The 

Director of Finance shall periodically audit the re cords and accounts 

of the Fund and render a report thereon to the Governor. 

10. This Executive Order shall �\effective as of July 1, 1956.
